ROAD GRADING COSTS REACH 
STABLE BASIS, REPORTS SHOW 


The cost of grading 
for highway 
construction apparently has reached 
a stable condition, according to sta- 
tistiis of the Bureau of Public Roads 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
The average cost per 
cubic yard for grading on Federal, 
ai* roads rose from 38 cents in 1917 
to a peak price of 66 cents in 1920, 
and ha# since gradually declined. 
On Federal-aid 
work 
contracted 
for in the last three months the av­ 
erage price per cubic yard for

whole United States was 33 cents in 
April, 32 cents in May, and 34 cents 
in June.
